Texas  7S1BQ.  as  Lessor,  and  CHESAPEAKE  EXPLORATION,  L.L.C.,  an  Oklahoma  limited  liability  company,  whose  address 
is  P.O.  Bow  18496,  Oklahoma  City,  Oklahoma  73154-0495,  as  Lessee.  All  printed  portions  of  this  lease  were  prepared  by  the  party  hereinabove  named  as  Lessee,  but  all 
other  provisions  (inckidng  the  completion  of  blank  spaces)  were  prepared  jointly  by  Lessor  and  Lessee.

Production,  drilling  or  reworking  operations  anywhere  on  a  unit  which  includes  all  or  any  part  of  the  (eased  premises  shall  be  treated  as  if  it  were  production,  drilling  or 
reworking  operations  Dn  the  leased  premises,  except  that  the  production  on  which  Lessor's  royalty  Is  calciiated  shall  be  that  proportion  of  the  total  unit  production  which  the 
net  acreage  covered  by  this  lease  and  included  in  the  unit  bears  to  the  total  gross  acreage  in  the  unit,  but  only  to  the  extent  such  proportion  of  unit  production  is  sold  by 
Lessee.

In  exploring  for,  developing,  producing  and  marketing  oil,  gas  and  other  substances  covered  hereby  on  the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  or  unitized  herewith,  in 
primary  and/or  enhanced  recovery,  Lessee  shall  have  the  right  of  ingress  and  egress  &ong  with  the  tight  to  conduct  such  operations  on  the  leased  premises  as  may  be 
reason (±*y  necessary  for  such  purposes,  including  but  not  limited  to  geophysics!  operations,  the  drilling  of  wefls,  and  the  construction  and  use  of  roade,  canals,  pipelines, 
tanks,  water  wells,  disposal  \vefc,  injection  weds,  pits,  electric  and  telephone  fines,  power  stations,  and  other  faculties  deemed  necessary  by  Lessee  to  discover,  produce, 
store,  treat  and/or  transport  production.

12.  In  the  event  that  Lessor,  during  the  primary  term  of  this  lease,  receives  a  bona  fide  offer  which  Lessor  Is  willing  to  accept  from  any  party  offering  to  purchase  from 
Lessor  a  lease  covering  any  or  all  or  the  substances  covered  by  this  lease  and  covering  al  or  a  portion  of  the  land  described  herein,  with  the  lease  becoming  effective  upon 
expiration  of  this  lease,  Lessor  hereby  agrees  to  notify  Lessee  in  writing  of  said  offer  immediately,  including  in  the  notice  the  name  end  address  of  the  offeror,  the  price  offered 
and  aH  other  pertinent  terms  and  comfitions  of  the  offer.  Lessee,  for  a  period  of  fifteen  days  after  receipt  of  the  notice,  shal  have  the  prior  and  preferred  right  and  option  to 
purchase  the  lease  or  part  thereof  or  interest  therein,  covered  by  the  offer  at  the  price  and  according  to  the  terms  and  conditions  specified  in  the  offer.
